| Mrs, Bonine Confesses That She 


- Shot Census Clerk Ayres in 
Washington, 


ENTICED TO HIS ROOM 
~ AMD THERE: ATTACKED 


Presenting Pistol, Ayres Demanded 


_Submission—She Secured Weapon 
and Shot~Mrs. Bonine Once 
Lived at Brunswick. 

Her Story.

Washington, May 20.—The mystery at- 
tending the killing of James Seymour 
Ayres, a census office clerk, in the Ken- 
more hotel early last Wednesday morn- 
ing, and which, because of the peculiar 
circumstances surrounding it, has arous- 
ed Washington more than any tragedy 
in several years, was solved today by a 
voluntary confession from Mrs. Lulu I. 
Bonine, a married woman, and a guest 
at the house, that the three shots which 
ended Ayres life had been fired in a 
struggle between herself and Ayres. 

Mrs. Bonine, whose husband is a drum- 
mer for the wholesale’ drug house of 
Dewitt & Co..*of Chicago, explained her 
presence in Ayres room at 2 o’colck in the 
morning by saying that he had come to 
her room complaining of a chill and ask- 
ing for medicine and had induced her to 
follow him to his room to talk over some 
matters of difference there had been be- 
tween them. She said that she dressed 
herself in. a wrapper and went to his 
inoom. He had preceded her and when 
she opened the door and walked in he 
quickly closed it and informed her he had 
enticed her to the room for his own 
purposes and said if she did not submit 
to his wishes he would kill her. Ayres, 
She said, was undressed and ‘had a re- 
volver in his hand.ana in a struggle for 
its possession which ensued ftmmediately 
after she entered, it was discharged 
three different times, the shots striking 
Ayres at each discharge, the last one 
proving fatal. 

Mrs. Bonine Under Arrest. 
‘After her statement, which was meade 
to the chief of police and a number of 
ether officials, Mrs. Bonine was

The tragedy which resulted in Ayres’ 

death was discovered first about 8:30 

o'clock last Wednesday morning, when 


his dead body was found in his room at’ 


the Kenmore, a small family hotel situ- 
ated not far from the capitol. An exam- 
ination of Ayres’ body showed that he 
had been shot three times, one ball en- 
tering the left leg, another the left arm 
and the third penetrating the heart and 
eausing death. Suicide was the first 
theory advanced, but statements from 
the witnesses that on the night of the 
murder they had seen a woman descend- 
ing @ fire escape leading from in front 
of Ayres’ room at the hotel and disap- 
pear into the parlor of the house. ended 


this theory and the killing quickly de- 
- veloped into a mysterious and sensationai 


affair that baffied the police until today. 

Saturday the coroner began his inquest, 
but no subsiantial clew was found to con- 
mect auy person specifically with the 
tragedy. The inquest was resumed to- 
day and had developed nothing directly 
bearing on the tragedy except that Mrs. 
Bonine was much in Ayres’ room, when 
it was suddenly adjourned on informa- 


, tion that the district attorney and others

were wanted at police headquarters to 


hear a statement made by Mrs. Bonine. 


Confession of the Woman. 
Its substance as related by Major Sy}- 


‘vester, chief of police, is as follows: 


Mrs. Bonine acknowledged that she was 
present when the shooting occurred. She 
said that some time prior to March 4th 
there had been a disagreement between 
herself and Ayres, and that their friendly 
relations had been broken until] the morn- 


‘ing before the tragedy. when she became 


friendly with him again. She said she

Ayres threw his arm over her shoul- 
er and asked her if she would not come 
over to hig room, where they would talk 
over their differences. To this she as- 
gented, saying she would go as soon as 
she could dress herself. She had been in 


‘bed when he aroused her and went to 


the door in her nightgown. Ayres left her 
and went back to his room. She dressed 
herself, putting on all her clothes except 
her corset. including a wrapper. She then 
went to his room, opened the door and en- 
tered. Ayres stood behind the door, and 
as soon as she entered he slammed ‘it 


‘and bolted the lock. He was attired only 
qn his nightshirt and had a revolver in his 


right hand. She was very much agitated 
and attempted to make a break toward 
the window to get out. He went over and 
threw his left arm around her, saying: 

‘*] guess you will listen to me now.”

POLICE CONCEAL HER NAME 


Authorities Say She Belongs to Re- 
spectable Family, and That She 
i Is Innocent. 


tragic death of Father Phillips; of Hazle- 
ton, Pa., which had by no means sub- 
sided. was made more acute today by tHe 
tringing to the West Forty-seventa street 
station of a woman with. auburn hair, 
who answered the description of the wo- 
man whom the police have be2n looking 
for. and who has been referred to as “Dr. 
Etanliey’s wife.’’ 

The police took extraordinary means t° 
keep the identity of the woman secret. 
They even went to the extent of denying 
that she had anything to do with the case 
of Father Phillips. Late in the afternoon, 
hcwever, Assistant District Attorney Gar- 
vin, who has charge of the case for the 
district attorney’s office, was sent for and 
talked with the mysterious woman for 
helf an hour. When he had finished the 
interview he said that the woman was the 
cne Stanley had introduced as his wife, 
and that she might be held as a witness 
in the case, but that he would not say so 
positively. He also added: 

“I am satisfied that this woman has 
nothing to do with the case. I shall not 
give her name, because she cOmes from a 
very respectable family. I want to shiekl 
her because I believe in my heart that she 
had nothing to do with the case whatever. 
I questioned her closely, and am satisfied 
that she does not know anything about 
it.”

Mrs. Bonine said it was she who 
cried for help and moaned. 

Miss Minas, wh» occupied the next 
room, had testified to hearing moans, but 
said she was too frightened to givé an 
alarm. 

Mrs. Bonine said she went through the 
window and down the fire escape to the 
second floor, where there is a landing. She 
passed through the parlor and upstairs to 
her room on the fourth floor. She then 
washed her hands and the wrapper which 
she wore. 

Mrs. Bonine declared that she had never 
been intimate with Ayres, but that when 
she went into the room that night he 
made a proposition to her which she re- 
sented. This was the tirst time he had 
ever made such a proposition. Prior to 
March 4th he had sometimes been affec- 
tionate in his remarks, but had never 
made any sort of improper proposition. 
She declared that the reason why she had 
not said anything about the crime before 
was that she wanted to preserve the 
good name of her two boys. 

Mrs. Bonine’s statement will be sub- 
mitted to the coroner’s jury tomorrow, 
ami. on their verdict wiil depend the 
course to ‘be pursued toward Mrs. Bonine. 
She has engaged an attorney. 

Woman Once at Brunswick. 

Mrs. Bonine apparently is about thirty- 
two years of age and says she was born 
in Macon, Mo. She then removed to Ham- 
ilten, in the same state, and later to 
Richmond, Kans., where her husband was 
engaged in the drug business, Subse- 
quently she went to Brunswick, Ga., and 
thence to Florida, where her husband 
was engaged in orange growing. At her 
husbdand’s solicitation, she says, she learn- 
ed to practice with a revolver. He had 
made the suggestion that she learn this 
art for self defense against possible as- 
sau.t. Mrs. Bonine said twice in her 
life she had fired a revolver to frighten 
burglars and said she had brought a 
bull dog revolver with her to Washington, 
but had given it away to a negro man. 
Her husband at present works for De- 
Witt & Co., wholesale druggists of Chi- 
cago. He is a traveling salesman in 
charge of the southeastern @istrict of the 
firm, and can visit his home only at ‘oc- 
casional intervals a week or two apart. 

Up to 3 o'clock this afternoon Mrs. Bo- 
nine had protested her innocence, and 
had apparently courted the fullest inves- 
tigation and apparently assisted the au- 
thorities in their search for the guilty 
party. White the inquest was in prog- 
ress proceedings were abruptly stopped 
by an order of the coroner for an ad- 
journment until tomorrow. 

Displayed Great Nerve. 

To that.point there had been several cir- 
cumstantial incidents brought out in the 
testimony to show that Mrs. Bonine was 
a frequent visitor to Ayres’s room, but 
there was nothing to fix upon her the 
crime.

THE PRESIDENT IS CHEERFUL 


Chinese Clergymen Call on McKin- 
ley and Present a Banner and 
' Memorial. 


San Francisco, May 20.—Mrs. McKinley 
passed a very good afternoon, and the 
president is very cheerful over her im- 
proved condition. The above announce- 
ment was made at the Scott residence to- 
night. While Mrs. McKinley did not leave 
her bed today. she passed considerable 
time propped up, and rested well. While 
no definite date has been set for the presi- 
dent’s departure, the present arrange- 
ments are to go direct to Washington and 
not to Canton, as had been unofficially 
steted. 

During. the remaisider of his stay in this 
city the president will participate in as 
many. public gatherings as the condition 
of Mrs. McKinley will warrant, but oniy 
in an impromptu and informal way. 

The night at the Scott mansiOn was 
quiet. President McKinley retired at Il 
o’clock and slept all night without being 
disturbed. This morning at 9 o’clock Drs. 
Gibbons, Hirschfelder and Cushing called 
and remained about an hour in consulta- 
tion with Dr. Rixey.. They left the house 
epparently well satisfied with Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley’s condition. 

At 9:20 a: m. Secretary Cortelyou gave 
out the following: 


“Mrs. McKinley’s physicians reported.) 


that she had had the best night since h 
iJinecs, and that her progress fis very 
satisfactory.” 

The president had some early callers. A 
deputation of clergymen, comprising Rev. 
Drs. Pond, Gardner, Dennet and Ham- 
mond, the latter superintendent of the 
Methodist Chinese migggjn, in company 
with four Chinese mings, called on the 
president. The Chi: 5 resented to Mr. 
McKinley a -b2auti@@panner, together 
with a memorial thanking him for his 
efforts in aiding the Chinese during the 
recent trouble in China. 

The banner bore this 
Chinese: 

"Presented to William McKinley, august | 
president of great America, by the Chi- 
nese members of the Church of Jesus 
Christ in Sen Francisco, as 2 token of 
their honor and praise.”’ 8 

The pregident accepted the banner and 
thanked the delegation, which then re- 
tired. 

In spite of the stormy weather today, 
the president did not. remain indoors. 
Carriages were summoned at 9:50 a. m., 
and the president drove to the residence 
of his uncle, Benjamin J. McKinley, on 
Bush street, where he spent about ten 
minutes visiting the family. He then drove 
to the home of his niece, Mrs. George 
Morse. His visit was wholly unexpected 
by Mrs. Morse, who had left the house 
some time previously to go to the Scott 
residence. The president returned direct- 
lv to the Scott house for lunchgon. 

9 p. m.—Secretary Cortelyou gave out 
the following statement: 

‘‘Drs. Hirschfelder and Gibbons met Dr. 
Rixey at 8:30 p. m. They find that Mrs. 
McKinley’s improvement has continued 
throughout the day, and that her condi- 
tion tonight is excellent. Drs, Hirschfel- 
der, Gibbons and Cushing will meet Dr. 
Rixey at 11°30 a. m. tomorrow.” ~* 

The president has promised to talk to 
the Forty-fifth and Forty-sixth infan- 
try regiments, United States volunteers, 
who have just returned from the Philip- 
pines, and are now in camp at the Pre- 
sidio. The day has not yet been set, but 
the president has promised that he will 
notify Genera] Shafter the night before 
he intends to make the promised speech. 
He will go out to the Presidio and the 
troops will assemble in camp before him. 


POPE HONORS KLONDIKE KING.

ANTI-GAMBLING ACT VALID. 


Drastic Law Passed by Arkansas 
Legislature Is Upheld. 


Hot Springs, Ark., May 2%.—Circuit 
Judge Duffie today upheld the validity of 
the drastic anti-gambling act passed by 
the recent legislature. The law was at- 
tacked principally on the ground that it 
contravened public policy in rewarding 
informers with half the fines assessed and 
would cause strife and ill feeling between 
neghbors. The court held that the part 
given to the informer is not a penalty, 
but a part of the fine assessed against a 
defendant for violation of the criminal | 
law and that the legisiature may do this 
to secure enforcement of. the, criminal 
laws of the state if it sees proper.

Buffalo, N. Y., May 20.—In the presence 
of a vast concourse of people. with 
ceremonial, both conventional and novel, 
the Pan-American exposition was dedi- 
today. The dav began 
with a parade in which there were men 
from nearly every country in the world 
and ended in an aerial bombardment from 
fiying bombs and a brilliant electrical 
illumination. Between the two were the 
formal exercises of the dedication with 
oratory that took its theme from the les- 
son of the time. prayer for right. music, 
song and poetry. 

Two thousand troops led the way and 
after them were a hundred carriages with 
the officials and guests. Behind tr 
came the concessionaries from the m> 
way. Western Indians mingled with the 
children of the tropics. the orient and the 
Mediterranean and gave the procession 
its truest touch of color. They were in 
native costume. had a score of artistic 
floats and fifteen bands furnished them 
music. The entry of the procession to 
the exposition grounds at noon was a 
magnificent spectacle. The crowd in the 
grounds at the time numbered fully 40,000 
and the greater part of if was massed in 
the esplanade. 

The forma] dedicatorv services in the 
presence of a crowd, limited only by the 
size of the hall, were impressive. ‘There 
were strong words for closer union among 
the American republics and the remarks 
of Vice President Roosevelt on that point 
and the congratulatory telegrams from 
the presidents of the American republics 
excited the greatest.enthusiasm. 

All of the American -republics were 
represented at the dedication and their 
military attaches and commissioners were 
given conspicuous places in the group of 
special guests. Friendly expressions came 
by cable from national neighbors, and 
the local directors rejoiced in the kindly 
feeling and interest shown. 

The Military Parade, 

The military parade formed at the city 
hall and the streets radiating from it and 
the foreign and state commissioners and 
distinguished visitors were received at the 
'main entrance to the municfpal building. 
They were welcomed by the representa- 
tives of the exposition committee and later 
esoorted to their carriages. The scene 
about the citv hall was a brilliant one. 

wy representatives came in 
evening attire and there were a dozen 
military and naval officers in full uniform 
in the group. 

The parade moved off at 10:10 o’clock. a 
squad of mounted police clearing the way 
State troops led. followed by United 
States artillerymen. The Mexican con- 
tingent followed and after them were 
more militiamen. Vice President Roose- 
velt viewed the marching column from 8 
carriage at the entrance to the city hall 
driveway. :

SOUTHERN SPINNERS UNITE 


For the Purpose of Knocking Out the 
Commission Men. 
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WILL SELL THEIR PRODUCT 


Contracts Have Been Signed at Char- 
lotte—Spinners Will Hire 
Their Cwn Salesmen. 


New York, May 20.—Contracts were 
signed yesterday in Charlotte, NN: Ga ee 
which the Manufacturers’ Commercial 
Company, a recently created organiza- 
tion with a capital of $750,000, will finance 
the local] affairs of the Cotton Manufac- 
turers’ Commission Company. Contracts 
were also signed by the Commercial com- 
pany with representatives of the Wool 
Growers’ Association, in which Boston 
people are interested. 

The signing of the cotton contracts 
means that the sales of the cotton will 
be put in the hands of an organization 
formed of the cotton men themselves, 
thus doing away with the commission 
merchants. The Commercial company 
will cash the sales thus made. This 
movement on-the part of the cotton men 
arose out of a difficulty of the southern 
spinners with the Yarn Merchants’ As- 
sociation of this city last year. 

The spinners propose to form an asso- 
ciation of their own, which shall hire 
its own salesmen. They will at the start 
reduce the commission from 5 ‘per cent 
to 4 per cent. The Yarn Merchants’ As- 
sociation has declared that no one shall 
reduce the percentage below 5 per cent. 

The wool men will have their own 
agents and sell stock themselves without 
the commission merchant. After they 
have sold their wool on time the com- 
pany will cash their sales or where it is 
necessary carry their wool for them, 


“COL. BILL SWEET” IS GONE. 


Founder of Texas Siftings Has 
Crossed the Great Divide. 
New: York, May 20.—Alexander Edwin 
Sweet, founder of Texas Siftings, a hu- 
morist of national reputation under the 
hodti names of ‘‘Colonel Bill Sweet,’’ and 
the “‘Rev. Whangdoodle,’’ died at his 
home in this city today of heart disease, 
from which he had suffered for years. 
Colonel Sweet, as he was generally 
called, was born in Nova Scotia in 1841, 
but his parents soon after settled in 
San Antonio, Texas. He entered the con- 
federate army as a private, serving 


through the war. He became managing 
* 38 of The Galveston News and in 1883 
Texas Siftings in Austin. . He 
“ved the paper to this city and print- 
ed it until 1891, when it was discontinued. 
Since then’ Colonel Sweet has devoted 
himself to general literary work. 


SHOT TO DEATH ON THE STAGE, 


Wild West Scene in Theater Resul 
in Tragedy. 

Clarksburg, W. Va., May 10.—The Tra- 
ders’ theater here tonight was the scene 
of an accidental fatal shooting. A stock 
company was putting on a play in which 
there was a wild west scene and a num- 
ber of local young men were pressed 
into service to he in the  ghooting 
scenes. While the firing was at its 
height a bullet from the revolver of 
Luther Moore struck W. H. McCltrg in 
the heart, causing instant death. There 
is no explanation how the ball cartridge 
came to be in Moore’s revolver. 


FELL DEAD AT WIFE’S FEET. 


Thomas Keane Was Shot by Em- 


ployer of Woman. 

Evansville, Ind., May 20.—John kL 
Jones shot and killed Thomas Keane to- 
day in the presence of Keane’s wife. Mrs. 
Keane is bookkeeper in Jones’ depart- 
ment store. Keane went In the store this 
morning and began to abuse her and 
Jones interfered. Keane pulled a pistol 
and Jones also drew his and shot Keane 
in the heart, who fell dead at his wife’s 
feet. 

Keane was separated from his wife at 
Cairo, Ill, two years ago.. The father 
of Keane is a wealthy man at: Cairo, 
where the remains will be. shipped. 
Keane was jealous of Jones and it js as- 
serted that he often threatened his life.

FIERCE ASSAULT ON TIGER 


“Carnical of Crime and Corruption” 
Is Charged, and “Boss Rule”

New York. May 2.—The organization 
Gomngyittee of the Greater New York 
democracy met tonight at Cooper Union. 
The. speeches were directed against Tam- 
many Hall. A platform was adopted, the 
opening paragraph reading: 

“The Greater New York democracy 
stands, first and foremost, for democratic 
principles. pure and undefiled, for econo-

GOMPERS PREDICTS VICTORY. 


Machinists Sure To Win—Tie-Up Is 
Complete in Cincinnat'. 


Cincinnati. Mav 20.—President Samuel 
Gompers, of the American Federation of 
Labor, made.the following statement re- 
garding the machinists’ strike tonight: -— 

‘The results of the strike thus far af? 
very gratifying to me and victory cer- 
tainly awaits the strikers. A very great 
number of employers throughout the 
country have already acceded to the nine- 
hour day., although not quite as many as 
I had anticipated. Still the reports that 
have reached me are remarkable in show- 
ing a unanimity of action between both 
union and non-union men which presages 
ultimate victory. .The statement made by 
some of the manufacturers that. they 
had not received notices of the demands 
is ridiculous. As to their charges that 
the machinists have broken the New 
York agreement with the National Metal 
Trades Association not to strike. they 
cannot be substantiated. The agreement 
called for a nine-hour day and it said 
nothing about wages. That does not 
necessarily imply that when they reduce 
the hours from nine and a half to nine 
hours a day that there shall be a cor- 
responding reduction in wages. The ma- 
chinists are not askine an increase in 
Iwhzes except. that the diminution of 
hours is practically an increase and they 
are certainly entitled to it.” 

At the meeting late this afternoon of 
the emploving machinists they decided to 
close down their plants indefinitely. A 
number of the larger firms declare that 
they have enough finished product on 
hand to tide them over a strike without 
inconvenience.

SUMMARIZES SITUATION 3 


Claims That on First Day of Strike 
Firms Employing 30,000 Ma- 
chinists Have Complied 
with the Demands of 
the Union. 


Washington, May 2®.—Approximately 


50,000 machinists throughout the country . 


struck today for a nine-hour day, a scale 
of wages equal to the present ten-hour 
per day scale and other demands. This 
is the rough estimate of President O’Con- 
nell, of the International Association of 
Machinists, based on.the telegraphic ad- 
vices that have reached him today from 
the machinists’ headquarters in the ya- 
rious cities. 

The strike thus far/has not extended to 
the allied trades, save in one or two fn- 
stances, as at Scranton, Pa., where men 
in a part of the allied trades are out. No 
machinists engaged in government work 
are affected. This is due to the fact that 
on such work an eight-hour day scale al- 
ready prevails, 

Railroad machinists as a rule are not 
involved in the strike, though the men 
on several roads are out. The Central 
Vermont shop machinists at St. Albans, 
numbering probably 200, have struck, The 
Lehigh Valley railroad machinists at Buf- 
falo, Sayre, Wilkesbarre and Elinira ere 
out, aggregating about 500 all told. The 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western men 
at Buffalo, Scranton, Wilkesbarre and in- 
termediate points are out. The Gulf, Col 
orado and Santa Fe men also are out. 
The strike order, however,- does not apply 
to the railroads generally. . 

Statement by O’Connell. 

The situation this afternoon was sum- 
marized by President O'Connell in the. 
following statement: 

“We are demanding a nine-hour day 
universally throughout the trade, with an 
increase of wages sufficient to overcome 
the loss of the hour in time; régulation 
of the apprenticeship system and the num- 


ber that shall be employed, in accordance _ 


with the number of journeymen machin- 


ists employed; agreements ag tO arhitra- 


tion of all disputes that may arise In the 


future; the right of the machinists to Be 
represented by a committee, and agree- 
ments that there shall be absolutely no 


discrimination against machinists because 
of their membership in the union, 

“From the present indications and the. 
statements issued from headquarters at 
the various points the orders are being» 
generally obeved and in larger numbers 
than was anticipated. In certain cases 
where only a few hundred were expecte@ 
to be involved the indications are that the 
number will be increased 50-.per cent. 
number of firms signing indicate that in 
localities where the agreements afte being 
made the strike will not last over a few 
davs. In other localities where a larger 
number of men are being involved I loo 
forward to an adjustment being reache 
within the present week.”

Two Hundred Acres of Land Near 
Decatur Secured. 


TO BE GOVERNED BY NEGROES 


. 


Property Will Be Divided Into Lots 
and Sitreets—Will Establish 
Industries. 


Joseph P. Long, A. M. Holmes, col- 
ored, and others, have closed a deal by 
which they secure control of 200 or more 
acres of land eight miles east of At- 
lanta and two miles southeast of Deca- 
tur, on which they propose to build a 
negro settlement. 

The property will be dividef into lots. 
and streets and the lots will be sold to. 
negroes. Those behind the movement. 
expect to sell a large number of lots, 
and to see a regular town spring up there. 

It is their intention to have the town 
governed by negroes and in time-to have 
cotton factories and other manufactories 
erected and schools and churches estab- 
lished. One of the parties states that he 
believes such a town will prove a great 
step in the advancement of the negro, as 
it will teach him how to better appreciats 
law and government and will show 'to 
the white people that he is capable of 
governing hié@iseif. 

A plat of the town will probably be is- 
sued in a few days, and preparations are 
now being made for the inauguration of 
the new town.

DEMAND FOR LOCAL OPTION 


Where State Prohibition Is Imprac- 
ticable—Protest Against Fad- 
eral Litense in Dry States. © 


Philadelpaia, May 20.—At the morning 
session of the Presbyterian general as- 
sembly the report of the standing com- 
mittee on missions for freedmen was 
read by Rev. Dr. Henry W. Hulbert, of 
Cleveland, chairman. 

The committee recommended the en- 
dowment of Biddle university, Charlotte, 
N. C., $850,000 being the amount needed, 
and that the raising of the money be 
part of the twentieth century fund move- 
ment. It was recommended 
the first Sunday of December be set apart 
for contributions by Sunday schools to 
the board of sessions for freedmen. 

The report was discussed by Rev. Dr. 
E. P. Cowan, of Pittsburg, secretary of 
the board; Rev. Dr. David J. ndefs, 
secretary of Biddle university; Rev. 
Chartes H. Trusly, Chattanooga, and Rev. 
Dr. John A. Savage, principal of Albion 
academy, Franklinton, N. C, The report 
Was unanimously adopted. 

The report of the special committee on 
Sabbath observances included  resolu- 
tions protesting against ‘‘geven day 
journalism,”’ or the Sunday . newspaper; 
commending congress for conditioning the 
appropriation of $5,000,000 to the Loutisi- 
ana Purchase Exposition to be held in 
St. Louis, and protesting against the use 
of the Lord’s day for business purposes 
re commercial interests. It was adop- 
ted. 

The reports of the various boards of 
the church were laid before the assem- 
bly in a bound volume of 500 pages. As 
it was impossible to consider thém: al] in 
one day, they were made special orders 
for sessions to follow. 

Elder Robert Pitcairn, of Pittsburg, 
was appointed vice moderator. The as- 
sembly adopted a resolution requesting 
the board of directors of the Pan-Ameri- 
can Exposition to close the exposition on 
Sundays. 


Substitute Wanted for. Canteen. 

The annual report of the permanent, 
committee on temperance made today to 
the Presbyterian general assembly calls 
attention to the abolition of the army 
canteen. The report states in part: 

‘l. On the side of the army saloon 
were quoted some ministers, archbishops 
and bishops. Over against these Senator 
Gallinger quoted the testimony of your 
committee, that an almost unanimous 
vote had been given against the beer 
canteen by the general assembly of the 
Presbyterian church, representing 1,000,- 
000 communicants and approximately 3,- 
000,000 adherents; and, he declared that 
the vast number of petitions and lgtters 
pouring in upon members of the senate 
afforded indisputable proof that the 
re in general are of the same

‘In a cense states, whereas as yet 
an effort for statewide prohibition may 
seem impracticable, there should be legis- 
lative recognition of the right of every 
local commrunity to exception from the 
Saloon nuisance upon the demand of its 
Citizens or a majority thereof. 

Government with Law Breakers. 


“In all prohibition states and in coun- 
tles, towns or wards, where the people 
have declared against the-saloon the issue 
of the internal revenue tax receipt vir- 
tually arrays the federal power against 
the pneople and on the side of the law- 
breakers. Let earnest protest be made 
against this injustice..and by correspon. 
dence with other bodies let their help be 
sought in a simultaneous effort for such 
modification of the OUited States revenue 
laws as shall right this wrong.” 

The report of the committee on educa- 
tion, referring to the statement in the 
board’s report that the number of stu- 
dents for the ministry, showed a decrease 
from the previous e% said: 

‘This state of fais alarming. 
What must the church do to increase the 
number of her candidates for the min- 
istry? Here is a problem which must be 
met and 1 th = nee. The ministry is 
not overcrowded. he supply of min- 
isters is not equal to the demand of the 
church. Christian young men are turn- 
ing their attention to law. medicine, 
journalism, teaching and are neglecting’ 
the claims of the gospel ministry. Let 
the church discover the reason for this 
and then remove the difficulty where it is 
possible.’ 

A_resolution was adopted deprecating 
the action of the directors of the Pan- 
American exposition in opening the gates 
on Sunday and earnéstiv urging tit 
closing of the exposition on that day. 

The feport of the committee on judicial 
commissions was discussed, but the hour 
for adiournment having arrived. the sub- 
ject was pviaced on the docket and is not 
likely to again be taken up until after the 
revision auestion is settled.

ATLANTA PRESBYTERY 
REPORTS VICTORY WOR 


by Ministers’ League—Agiee- 
ment for Consolidation of 


Theological Semina- 
ries Reported. 


Little Rock, Ark., May 20.—Considera- 
tion of the. séparate reports from the 
ad interim committee on revision of the 
church law ae to ecclesiastical commis- 
sions began in the Southern Presbyterian 
general assembly today and caused an 
extended discussion, four hours being de- 
votec to it. /< 

The report, signed. by Hon. Joseph W. 
Martin, LL.D., of Little Rock; Chief Jus- 
tice H. G. Bunn, of the Arkansas su- 
preme court, and Associate Justice J. 
P. Hobson, of the Kentucky supreme 
court, makes a clear distinction between 
a commission and a committee. <A com- 
mission, according to this report, always 
must have as many members for a quo- 
rum as needed to make a quorum of the 
body which appoints it. 

In the separate report submitted by Dr. 
R. C. Reed, of Columbia, 8S. C.; J. F. 
Cannon and G. W. Finley, the number 
to make a quorum is not specified ex- 
cept in the ordination of ministers, which 
always requires a quorum of the pres- 
bytery. It allows greater powers to a 
commission than Judge Martin's report. 

Martin Report Adopted. 

Judge Martin’s report requires addi- 
tional amendments to the Book of Church 
order. Dr. Reed’s requires no other 
amendment. After being amended so as 
to make a commission a body of presby- 
ters in lieu of a body of church officers, 
the Martin report was finally adopted by 
the assembly. 

At this morning’s session the report of 
the borrd of directors of the Louisville 
Presbyterian Theological seminary was 
read, together with a copy of the agree- 
ment for consolidation of the theological 
seminaries at Danville and Louisville, 
Ky. Both were referred to the commit- 
tee on theological seminaries. A report 
in reference to encouraging the Austin, 
Tex., Theological seminary was similarly 
referred. 3 
The assembly voted to send Dr. 8S. H. 
Chester, secretary of foreign missions, 
to Brazil at once, to examine the Presby- 
terian work there. Dr. Chester will 
leave for Brazil tomorrow night. 


Sabbath Observance. 


The report of the permanent committee 
on the Sabbath was one of the most in- 
teresting papers of the day. It says, 
among.other things: 
‘“‘As long as the nation continues to set 
aside the divine law in the carrying 
and delivery of its mail, thus requiring 
its army of employees té work on the 
Lord’s day; as long as it continues by 
its own example to disregard the au- 
thority of the Lord in continuing its bus- 
iness on His day as its last congress 
has done; as long as the diffdreny: states 
allow the running of both freight and 
passenger cars, as long as secular news- 
papers are allowed to pursue their avo- 
cation, as on other days, publishing and 
selling their papers for gain, it must be 
difficult, if not impossible to influence 
the magses to maintain a decent regard 
for the Lord’s day. Yet, notwithstanding 
and in the face of all these untoward 
circumstances, the church of God must 
not and cannot let go its firm grasp upon 
this divine institution, the very citadel 
of its life as well as great tower of 
strength.”’ 
The report mentions that the presbytery 
of Norfolk reports the discontinuance of 
Sunday newspapers by some members as 
the result of faithful preaching on that 
subject, the presbytery of West Lexing- 
ton reports the closing of saloons in the 
city of Lexington upon the Lord’s day, 
ami the-presbytery of .Atlanta reports 
the successful resisting of opening of 
Sunday concerts in the city of Atlanta 
by the Ministers’ League of that city.

Count Leo Tolstoi’s reply to the writ 
of excommunication launched at him 
by the Holy Synod of the Greek Or- 
thodox Church begins, singularly 
enough, with this quotation from Col- 
eridge: ‘He who begins by loving 
Christianity better than Truth will 
proceed by loving his own sect or 
church bétter than Christianity, and 
end by loving himself better than all.” 
This, says the great Russian, is ex- 
actly the position of his assailants, 
while he has pursued the opposite 
course. “I began by loving the Ortho- 
dox Church more than myself,” he ex- 

lains. “Then. I lwved Christianity 

etter than the Orthodox Church; now 
I love Truth more than al] else.’ 
He declares the writ of excommuni- 


justifiable, mendacious, libelous and 
calculated -to promote evil sentiments 
and unworthy deeds;” and adds that 
the issue has already so stirred up the 
hatred of bigots that ne is daily threat- 
ened with assassination. Continuing 
he writes: 


I have renounced the church that calls 
itself Orthodox because I wished to serve 
God. I followed every precept of the 
church © * * and am now convinced 
that its teaching is, theoretically, an as- 
tute and noxious lie, and, practically, a 
mixture of gross superstition and witch- 
craft. That is why I inserted a request 
in my will that no priest should be al- 
lowed to approach my body. 

Yes, it is true, I deny an incomprehen- 
sible trinity, and the fable regarding the 
fall of man, which is absurd in our days. 
It is true, I deny the sacreligious story 
of a God. born of @ virgin to redeerfi the 
human race. But God-spirit, God-love, 
God the sole principle of ali things, I 
do not deny. I beleve in eternal life and 
I believe that man is.rewarded according 
to hig deeds here and everywhere, now 
and forever. 

It is said I deny all the sacraments. 
That is perfectly correct. The marriage 
of divorced persons seems to me in for- 
mal contradiction with evangelic teach- 
-ings. Periodical forgiveness of sins en- 
courages immorality. ~ 

The seaching of Christ is disfigured, 
transformed into grossest sorcery—ablu- 
tion, unction, movements of the body, [n- 
carnations, deglutition of pieces of bread 
—all. of which has nothing to do with that 
teaching which only commands men to 
love one another, not to render bad for 
evil,, not to judge others, not to kill. 

Yet those who make a business of lies 
declare in their books, their newspapers 
and their catechisms that Christ néver 
forbade swearing (taking the oath); that 
He never forbade murder (capital puflish- 
ment and war), and that the doctrine of 
non-resistance to evil is an invention, a 
Satanic ruse of the enemies of Christ. 

They behave like the brigand who mur- 
dered a whole family of five or six per- 
sons in order to steal an old cloak and 
forty kopeks. 

If Christ could come back He would 
sweep them out with their ikons and 
other tnstruments of witchcraft.

The new con- 
dition made the America’s cup not an 
American cup, but a New York Yacht 
Club cup. This proceeding would find 
@ parallel if at some future time the 
trustees of the Carnegie free public li- 
braries should make a new deed of gift 
excluding every one from the libraries 
except the trustees themselves. 

In view of these racts the general 
feeling in New York is that the Yacht 
Club is taking a position unworthy 
that city and unsportsmanlike to a 
degree. And that same feeling, it is 
hardly necessary to add, is reflected 
throughout the country. The Yacht 
Club officials seem to Have made to 
themselves an unwarranted deed of 
gift of the cup based on the New York 
theory that there is nothing to this 
country outside of that metropolis. 

Now they seek to take advantage’ of 
a technicality they have made in their 
own conceit and, perhaps, their own 
defense. Unless, therefore, they prove 
otherwise by allowing the Independ- 
ence to contest with the Constitution 
for the right to defend the cup, the 
country will incline to the belief that 
they are afraid of the Boston yacht.

London’s population is 6,578,784.

| Talk about millionaires is always inter- 
esting, though it be of the merely luxury- 

loving ones who build million dollar pal- 
aces and racing yachts, overshadowing 
all. the good they do with their modest 
benevolences by the harm they do the 
foolish minded inciting them to display 
and self-indulgence in living. 

Of another and more unique sort is Dr. 
D. K. Pearsons, of Chicago, whose lerge 


gifts to schools have been reported from 
time to time for years. In his case the 


[man is as interesting as the money. At 


eighty-one years of age he is hale, hearty 
and happv, while putting his affairs in 
order against the time when he is “to 
go,” as he wrote me the other day. I 
have not seen him since 1894, when he 
was seventy-four years of age and looked 
no more than fifty. Tall, erect and vigo- 
rous, he was just as interesting before 
we knew of his millions as afterwards. 
His erect bearing (he said) he attained 
by wearing a sheet iron collar when a 
boy. Being a bookworm I am inclined 
to stoop, and his stern “sit up, young 
woman!’ as often as he caught me, did 
much to break a bad habit. I have never 
‘met so fine an exponent of the doctrine of 
keeping well. ““‘Walking erect cures con- 
sumption before you have it,”” he would 
say, as he says, “most men dig their 
graves with their teeth.” He lives very 
simply and placidly, and _ sleeps. In 
striking contrast to the intemperate ener- 
gy and madness that sacrifices health te, 
wealth getting or to entertain men, 
amusement seeking is his going to sleep 
after dinner, instead of rushing back to 


do; and at night, instead of to the the- 
ater. He told me of sleeping more than 
forty-eight hours without a break, except 
to get up and eat his meals, then, back 
to bed until he was perfectly rested from 
a long and tiresome stage journey. 

He is one who has not let money-mak- 
ing overbalance him. Always cheerful 
and with such consideration for others 
that he seems to wear the ‘garment of 
praise’ Isaiah writes of. He seemed 
habitually to look for the commendable 
points in persons and things, with sim- 
ple unaffected tastes and the will to make 
the best of circumstances. 

He, with his wife and her sister, board- 
ed at a private house at Lithia Springs In 
1894, where there was not only fio steam 
or furnace heat for the rooms, but when 
the wind came from certain directions 
the wood fires smoked, yet they never 
complained, but said all the pleasant 
things that can be said of wood fires.

that she was president of the General 
Women’s Board of Missions of her 
church, the Congregational, or of her ac- 
tive membership in a physical culture 
club at seventy-five years of age. Nay, 
ye daughters of Eve, it was not of gems 
and jewels; if she had any, she did not 
show them to me. Neither was it conser- 
vatories and gardens. It was, and is 
yet, I suspect, that she had taught all 
the illiterate servants, some half a dozen 
up to seven years ago, whom she told 
me she had happened to employ, to read, 
and that she had prevailed on them to 
save and start bank accounts. 

Isn’t this a sermon to those who en- 
courage spending by constant example? 
To me her whole: history is a beautiful 
sermon. 

Though from Illinois and born in New 
England they said many kind things of 
the south and its people of the present 
and the past, when, as he put it, “each 
man was a king, and lived royally, (as 
men can yet) on farms! They had the 
generosity of true kings and their hospi- 
tality. Neither I nor mine took up arms 
against them when they fought for their 
rights.”’ They have heiped the colleges 
and schools with gifts aggregating over 
$3,000,000, generally those in poor and 
mountainous localities. Wherever people 
have exhibited qa strong desire to edu- 
cate their children, being willing to make 
sacrifices to do it, they have had Dr. 
Pearsons’ help. 

But to me the example of their simple, 
sane lives in a time of complex, confus- 
ing and foolish ideals of living is great- 
er, more fundamentally useful to the 
world than all the money they have 
given.

ANOTHER INSIDE STORY OF 
THAT WALL STREET PANIC 


Of all the aftermath stories. which 
have been printed since the sensational 
slump in Wall street which grew. out 
of the Northern Pacific squeeze, perhaps 
the most interesting is that which pur- 
ports to tell of the part the National City 
bank, known as the Standard OA bank, 
and its president, Mr. James Stillman, 
played. This particular story appeared 
in Sunday’s World with a brief disclaim- 
er on the part of The World of kgowt+ 
edge on its part of the truth or falsity 
of the statements made; but the newspa- 
per at the same time makes it clear that 
the story comes from one of the high- 
est of financial sources. With this pref- 
ace, The World publishes the following: 

“President James Stillman, of the Na- 
tional City bank, is a director of the 
Northern Pacific railway and al:p of the 
Union Pacific railway. J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, who reorganized the Northern Pa- 
cific, an dhas ever since conrtolled it, is, 
through his partner, Mr. Bacon, also 
a director in Mr. Stillman’s National City 


Kuhn, Loeb & Co., who reorganized the 
Union Pacific railway, is also a director 
in the National City bank. So that Mr. 
Stillman, president of the richest bank, 
backed by the Standard Oil Trust, has 
occupied a relation of trust and confi- 
dence toward two rival interests controll- 
ing four trans-continental railway lines. 

“Owing to the closely affiliated owner- 
ship between the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern and the Union Pacific, they form 
virtually under one control a railway 
system from Chicago to San Francisco 
in unbroken line, and covering also near- 
ly all the northwestern states. 

“Barly in the present year large stock- 
holders in the Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern railways began independently to 
‘buy in the open market, stock of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railway, 
to establish the same or even closer com- 
munity of interest between these great 
systems that the Union Pacific already 
enjoyed with the Chicago and North- 
western. President Hill, of the Great 
Northern, was the active agent in mak- 
ine these purchases, but he was publicly 
known to be aided by J.-Pierpont Morgan. 
Bank President: Stillman, as a director 
in Northern Pacific, approved the plan. 

‘When nearly a majority of the Bur- 
lington stock had been actually acquired 
at prices ranging from $140 to $170 per 
share, the Union Pacific interest suddenly 
woke up in the person of E. H. Harri- 
man and sent a demand to Mr. Hill that 
the deal should not be completed be- 
tween the Burlington and N@¢rthern Pa- 
cific lines until an agreement was made 
to let the Union Pacific be represented 
in the board of directors controlling the 
joint property. In other words, the 
Union Pacific demanded protection against 
aggression in its own territory. A con- 
ference -was held at the residence of 
George F. Baker. Mr. Hill said that his 
own career and Mr. Morgan's was proof 
that their plans would conserve railroad 
interests of the west and northwest, not 
disrupt them. Mr. Hill as a creator of 
railroads and Mr. Morgan as a financier 
had never in their lives attacked an- 
‘other's property. Thev were builders- 
up, not wreckers, Mr. Hill said. 

The Union Pacific. 


“The conference adjourned with ap- 
parent mutual understanding and satis- 
faction, and soon afterward Mr. Mor- 
gan salied for Europe for his needed va- 
cation. Before going Mr. Morgan had 
conferred with the varied railroad inter- 
ests, and it was agreed that the situa- 
tion was to remain in statu quo during 
his absence. Evefy detail of the Bur- 
lington deal was known to the Union Pa- 
cific interests, had been publicly discussed 
‘for weeks in the newspapers, and the 
Union Pacific expressed no antagonism 
toward the plan. Least of, all did the 
‘Northern Pacific expect an attack by one 
of its own directors. 

“Mr. Morgan was hardly on the ocean 
when James Stililman’s bank began to 
furnish the money to the Union Pacific 
interests to buy outright control of the 
Northern Pacific railway, Mr. Morgan's 
line. The plan was to give the Union 
Pacific railway the complete physical con- 
trol of the Union, Central, Southern and 
Northern Pacific railroads, and to wrest 
from Mr. Morgan in his absence by a 
speculative coup all his railway connec-

The furious buying of Northern Pa- 
cific, which ended in the corner in that 
stock and ‘the panic in other stocks, was

purchase in the open market a majority 
of the $155,000,000 worth of stock, already 
selling above par when the fight began, 
the preferred at $98 and the common at 
$108 per share. The transaction involved, 
therefore, from $80,000,000 to $100,000,000 
cash. 

“Where did this money come from? 
Most of it from the Standard Ol! bank, 
which now holds deposits of $125,396,000, 
of which about §$20,(00,000, or one-sixth 
of the whole, is loaned to the bank with- 
out interest bv the government of the 
United States. It was, therefore, part- 
ly with the money belonging to the gov- 
ernment, loaned to it without interest, 
with which Mr. S8til!man’s all-powerful 
bank aided this great speculation, end- 
ing in panic. Morgan succeeded in re- 
taining a majority of the common stock 
of Northern Pacific, though he lost a 
majority of the preferred stock. 

‘‘As soon as Mr. Morgan, who was in 
Aix-les-Bains, realized the fight he was 
in, he came to Paris, leased a cable for 
a day and began to hurl orders over it 
to his partners to stop the stampede, 
calm the market, postpone deliveries of 
‘short stock’ to avert the bankruptcy 
of brokers who were unable to obtain 
Northern Pacific shares which they had 
contracted to obtain, even, at $1,000 a 
share, 5 aS 

“Mr. Stillman is not a railroad man, 
but a banker. His bank furnished much 
of the money which was expected to 
overthrow ‘Morgan. But the panic once 
started the Standard Oil bank seemed 
willing to use the full power of its $115,- 
000.000 in loans to turn the fright of oe 
ulators into a stampede. At the height 
of this panic, when Kuhn, Loeb & »

ern Pacific corner had been created, was 
striving to reach an agreement with J. 
P. ee by which the panic could be 
arrested, an while Mr. Tappan was 
ae, © syndicate of banks to throw 
$20,000, into the market to stop the 
sacrifices of values; at the precise hour 
when J. P. Morgan cabled instructions 
to his own firm to loan $6,000,000 in cash on 
the street at 6 per cent, the National City 
bank was calling in right and left $40,000,- 
000 or $50,000,000 tn loans made on pre- 
vious days at low interest, and thus 


turning a financial fight into a slaughter. . 


In the crumbling of values which followed 
interests identified with the bank were 
the largest urchasers of stocks at 
pane prices, to 80 per cent below their 
value. 

“Tt is due to Jacob Schiff and the 
other members of the firm of Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., 48 well as to the partners 
in J. P. Morean & Co., to say that they 
did ail they could when-the frightful 
havoc wrought by their railroad rival- 
ries was realized to render ‘first aid to 
the wounded’ by not enforcing contracts 
and loaning money freely. 

Mr. Stillman’s wonderful ability, his 
ambition and autocratic nature, backed 
by the Standard Oil millions, have made 
the National City bank the strongest 
financial institution in the country, but 
in this panic, as in the panic of Decem- 
ber, 1899, it used its colossal power like 
a tyrant to destroy, rather than as a 
pillar of strength to protect. When the 
public was in a crazy fever of specula- 
tion it loaned freel ,000,000 of its then 
$180,000,000 of deposits. To obtain this 
money et low rates of interest the bor- 


rowers took it largely ‘on call’—that is 
to say, promising to pay it back whenever 
the bank required it. The bank has 
only to call all of its loans in at once to 
create a panic of its own. The late panic 
was not, of course, of its creation, but 
its conduct made a bad situation worse. 

‘‘When the syndicate of smaller banks 
was formed to relieve the situation, Mr. 
Stillman was given an opportunity to 
become a member, but declined to avail 
himself of the opportunity. The answer 
of the National Citv bank to Mr. .Tap- 
pan’s committee was that it would ‘pro- 
ceed along its own lines.” The effect of 
its action was to intensify the panic. 


One View of the Panic. 


‘Mr. Stillman has said since then that 
his bank loaned moncy at 6 per cent at 
the heighth of the panic. Mr. Stillman 
would greatly improve his position among 
bankers at the present time if he would 
explain to whom these loans were made. 
The lowest rate of which there is any 
knowledge was 20 per cent. So far as 
known there is no record of the National 
City bank lending money even at this 
rate. Well-informed people relieve John

in England in 1838, the son of a merchant,, 
Meeting With financial losses, his father 
removed his family to California in 1852, 
and James R. Keene, then but fourteen 
years of age, began earning his first sal- 
ary by caring for the cattle and other’ 
animals kept at Fort Reading, then im 
the Indian country. 

He later tried/ mining and stock raising, 
He secured property near the celebrated 
Comstock lode in Nevada, went to San 
Francisco, plunged into mining specula~ 
tion, and made a fortune. In the crash 
which followed he lost every cent, A 
friend bought him a seat on the San Fran- 
cisco stock exchange, and by a lucky 
purchase a few years later he cleared up 
$6,000,000. In 1877, en route to Europa, he 
took his first ‘‘flyet’’ in Wall street. He 
operated cautiously, selling out his hold- 
ings two years later for $9,000,000, This) 
grew to $15,000,000, and In the early eighties 
all was swept away in an attempted 
wheat corner. He made and lost another 
fortune, and then, in 1898, backed only by | 
an indomitable will, he aided in corner- 
ing tobacco.

He is married to the 
granddaughter of one of the dukes of 
Leinster, and has two sons—Louis and 
Guy.

‘Nearly 800 Men in Other Lines Are 
Out of Work as the Result of 
the Machinists’ Strike. 
Union Will Insist on 
Its Demands. 


Three Atianta machffie shops were af- 
fected by the demand of the machinists 
for a nine-hour work day, and as a result 
about 100 men are out on a strike. 

The concerns invoived are the Van Win- 
kle Gin and Machine Works, the DeLoach 
Milliig Company and the Atlanta Ma- 
chine Works. The two former are shut 
down completely, while the machine de- 
partment of the latter is closed. All of 
the strikers, with a few exceptions, are 
union men. 

In addition to the machinists, nearly 


strike. They are the other workmen eim- 
ployed in the various departments of the 
closed shops. The strike of the machinists 
went into ect all over the United States 
yesterday, and the At!anta machinists re- 
| fused to go to work as the result of the 
strike ord¢r issued at the meeting of the 
machinists’ union held Sunday afternoon. 

At the works of the Van Winkle com- 
pany 175 men are idle; at the DeLoach 
company over 100, 5 of whom are ma- 
chinists, and at the Atlanta Machine 
Works 80 machinists are idle. 

When it Was learned at 7 o’clock yes- 
terday morning that the proprietors of the 
three above mentioned shops would not 
accede to the demands, the men left the 
shops. They dispersed quietly, and no dis- 
order whatever markéd the strike. 

Meoting of| Machinists. 

A meeting of the strikers was held yes- 
terday morning in the hall of the Federa- 
tion of Trades, but no action was taken, 
as some of the committee had not report- 
24. Another meeting was held last night, 
which was largely attended and which 
was marked by considerable enthusiasm. 

Reports from employees of the three 
shops involved were heard as to how the 
strike had been effected, and short talks 
were made, in which the men were advised 
to continue the fight until they secured 
a victory. No fu Hction was taken 
last night, and none.will be until there are 
some hew developmenis:inthe strike. 

A resolution has heen passed by the 
tailors’ union congratulating the strikers 
on the stand they have taken and offer- 
ing them their assistance in the strike. 

It Was announced “last night that the 
ranks of the strikers will be augmented 
today by additions from some of the 
smaller shops. It is not known just how 
many will walk out ‘this morning, but it 
is expectéd that the number will be in 
the neighborhood of eight or ten. 

T. H. Seitzinger signed the agreement 
for a nine-hour work day yesterday, 
which makes three firms that have signed. 
The other,two are the Dodson Supply 
Company and the H. P. Ashley Company. 

It is expected that a conference willbe 
held today between the committees and 
the proprietors of the shops involved in 
the strike and an effort made to secure 
a settlement of the trouble. The strikers 
declare the matter is a plain business 
proposition and they are ready and willing 
to return to their work ag soon as the

What Employers Say. 

The Van Winkle Company and the De- 
Loach Company claim that they closed 
their establishments before the strike oc- 
curred, 

Mr. EB. Van Winkle, in discussing the 
tatrike last night, said: 

‘We iccked our shop of our own accord 
and were not forced to close by the strike. 
When the men appedred for work this 
morning they found the shop locked. We 
have closed indefinitely and the strike will 
not affect us. We haye a large stock on 
hand and will not be inconvenienced in 
our business. Whenever we decide to re- 
sumé operation we can secure all the men 
we need. We pay better wages to our 
men than any other concern in the city 
and will have no trouble in securing em- 
ployees.

Ordinance Introduced Seeking To 
Take Office Out of Board's 
Hands,

City Hall Janitor Is Under Exclu- 
sive: Direction of Building and 
Grounds Committee, and 
Can Be Discharged Any 
Time for Cause. 


One of the chief matters of interest 
which came up during the meeting of 
council yesterday afternoon was a reso- 
lution introduced by Councilman Henry 
F. Garrett. of the fourth ward, seeking 
to take the elec of the chief of police 
of the board of police 
commissioners. 

The resolution provides that the ordi- 
nance and legislative committee of coun- 
cil shall seoure, if possible, an amendment 
to the city charter so as to put the e.ec- 
tion of the chief in the hands of ccuncil. 
Under this resolution the chief is to be 
an ex-offictfo member of the board of police 
commissioners, and would, accordingly, 
have a vote in that body. 

The matter was referred to the crdi- 
nance committee, . That committee will 
consider the resolution either this or next 
week, and it is highly probable that mem- 
bers of the police board will appear be- 
fore the committee in regard to the meas- 
ure, Alderman George Y. Pierce s«me 
days ago stated that he intended introduc- 
ing just such a resolution as was fathered 
by the councilman from the fourth ward 
yesterday. 

Council has adopted an ordinance which 
places the election of the city hall jani- 
tor in the hands of the committee on pub- 
lic buildings and grounds. Heretofore 
council has elected the janitor and the 
term of office has been for two vears, The 
present janitor is J. M. Donehoo. His 
term expires on the first Monday in July. 

‘ Committee To Elect Janitor, 

According to the new ordinance the jan- 
itor will be elected for no specified period, 
but at the pleasure of the committee un- 
der whom he works. The buildings end 
grounds committee now has authority not 
only to prescribe the janitor’s duties, but 
may discharge him at any tims for cause. 
Councilman W. B. Lewis, chairman of 
this committee, introduced the ordinance, 
and stated he did so at the request ef the 
mayor, , 

A similar ordinance affecting the office 
of night watchman at the ality hall was 
also adopted. It is highly probable that 
the offices of janitor and night watchman 
will be consolidated. This plan was sug- 
gested some time ago, and it is more than 
likely that at least one of the present in- 
sumbents will be minus a position when 
election time rolls Around in July. 

The fun of the session was contributed 
by Alderman Day and Councilman Bar- 
rett. These two gentlemen indulged in a 
good humored tilt which caused council 
to unbend from it usual dignified bearing 
for a short space.

QUEER FOUNDATION OF 
SOME BRITISH PEERAGES 


Lotteries, love: stories and politics have 
founded more British peerages than an- 
cient descent and deeds of arms. In the 
sixteenth century London bridge was 
covered with shops, and the most prosper- 
Ous shopkeeper on the bridge was Wil- 
Nam Hewit, a worthy linen draper. who 
had accumulated a fortune, and from his 
prominence in his guild looked forward 
to changing his yardstick for a knight's 
Sword and getting a titled husband for 
his only daughter, Anna. who was his 
Leiress. In the shop of William Hewit 
Was an apprentice, Edward Osborne, who 
naturally fell desperately in love with his 
master’s daughter, the fair Anna. Old 
Hewit's family lived over the shop. and 


ing under the counter in the store at 

night, as all apprentices do in story 

books. In fact. young Osborne was 2 

= 7 book apprentice from beginning 
end. 


One day Anna, the heiress, who prob- 
ably was leaning too far out of the win- 
dow to catch a glimpse of the gallan‘® 
passing in their barges down the river, 
lost her balance and fell into the water. 
In after her jumped Edward Osborne and 
brought her safe to the stairs: After that. 
of course, they were married in spite of 
the old merchant’s opposition. The son 
in law was taken into partnership, and 
the business flouristied more than ever.. 
Hewit became a knight, and then died, 
leaving all his wealth to his daughter 
and her husband. The old shop on the 
bridge was abandened. and Edward Os- 
borne, discovering that ‘his family, or at 
least a family of the same name. had 
been known in Kent as far back as the 
days of Henry VI, ‘sét up a coat of arms 
and became a man Ofsdffairs and a poll- 
ticlan. He was elected lord mayor c# 
London and received the honor of knight- 
hood from Quéen Elizabeth, Edward. the 
apprentice, now ‘becaine Sir Edward Os- 
borne and -was.a weighty citizen of Lon- 
don in those days. He increased his store 
and picked out good hkilfances for his chil- 
dren, so that his granison married into 
the nobility and his great-grandson be- 
came lord high treasurer of England in 
the reign of the merry. monarch. Charles 
II showered honors upon his treasurer, 
and Thomas Osborne, the great-grandson 
of the apprentice who had made a for- 
tunate rescue of his master’s daughter, 
became duke of Leeds, a title which his 
descendants hold today. One of the ap- 
prentice’s descendants, the seventh duke 
of Leeds, married Miss Caton of Mary- 
land, a granddaughter of Charles Carroll 
of Carrollton. 


In the Scots Guards is an offiger, Luke 
White. This officer: is Baron Annhaly, of 
the United Kingdom, A century or so ago 
there was another Luke White, who kept 
a lottery office and deait in second-hand 
books in Dublin. One day, so the story 
runs, this Luke White was looking 
through a second-hand book when he 
came across a lottery ticket with which 
he was wise enough not to part. As Juck 
would have it, the ticket won a valuable 
prize, which at once placed the winner in 
a position of affluence. Three of his 
sons became colonels in the army and 
members of parliament, and the “young- 
est of them married the daughter of Wii- 
liam Dempster, of Skibo castle, Andrew 
Carnegie’s Scottish home, and became 
Baron Annaly. His descendant is the 
present baron, the Luke White of the 
Scots Guards, '

house of Northumberland. One evening 
in 1740 the Lady Elizabeth Seymour went 
in her sedan chair to the play in Drury 
Lane theater.

After that she wanted 
the ministrations of the apothecary with 
growing frequency, and the first her no- 
ble father knew hts:only child was mar- 
ried to the druggist. The last of the male 
line of the great Percys of Northumber- 
land had passed away when the Lady 
Elizabeth's great grandfather was placed 
ein the tomb of his ancestors, but the titles 
were revived for her father, a Seymour, 
and when he died they were given to 
Hugh Smithson, the ex-apothecary, whose 
descendant, Henry George Pefcy, is now 
the duke of Northumberland. You see, 
Mr. Smithson dropped his plé@beian’s pa- 
tronyniic and took the name of Percy as 
soon as he came into his fortune, 


The earl of Harrowby isa nobleman of 
standing in England, as proud of his 
lineage as any or them, as he has a right 
to be, for it is an honorable one, though 
sprung from small beginnings. More than 
two centuries ago a Smithfield hosier 
named Ryder had a clever son whom ‘he 
Was anxious to put into the church, while 
the boy was resolute to be a lawyer. So 
obstinately was the point. contested be- 
tween father and son that it began to 
seem probable that the boy would have to 
become a hosier like his father in default 
of a solution. Fortunately the matter 
was submitted for final decision to an 
old friend of the family, who plumped 
in favor of the law, and thus’ the boy 
was started on a career which led to the 
highest seat on the bench and to the 
foundation of the fortunes of the Ryders, 
earls of Harrowby.

Can a President Leave the Country? 


Boston Herald: It is now said that in 
two instances a president of the United 
States has gone over the border of the. 
country. One of those who did so was 
Andrew Johnson during his celebrated 
jaunt, popularly Known as ‘swinging 
round the circle,’”’ to establish his equally 
celebrated ‘‘my policy’’ in the hearts of 
his countrymen. When at Niagara tlie 
president was visited by some British offi- 
clals from Canada, who invited him to 
return their call, but he declined to go 
abroad on a ceremoniai visit. —The news- 
papers of the time report that he and 
Secretary Seward crossed over to Table 
Rock by way of the suspension bridge, 
‘which required a temporary expatriation. 
It is said. also, that President Grant, out 
on a drive, crossed the Niagara river to 
the Canada side, but immediately return- 
ed. Nothing dreadful happened in either 
wase. There is no law forbidding the 
president to travel abroad, but a clause of 
the constitution provides that in case of 
‘the removal of the president from office, 
or of his death, resignation, or inability to 
discharge the powers and duties of said 
office, the same shall devolve on the vice 
president.”

Comptroller To Get Opinion from 
Attorney General. 


LAURENS FARMERS PROTESTED 


Law Was Construed To Apply to 
Everybody Holding Fertilizers 
or Guano. 


Comptroller General W. A. Wright will, 
as soon as possible, secure from Attor- 
ney General Terrell an opinion construing 
the section of the tax.act of 1900 relating 
to.the tax on fertilizers. 

The Farmers’ Club, of Laurens county, 
the other day took exception 
to. the order of the comp- 
troller general directing tax receivers to 
require everybody, farmers included, to 
return for taxation all the fertilizers or 
guano they had on hand March 165th. 

Comptroller General Wright construed 
the law on the subject to apply to every- 
body owning or holding fertilizers, and 
he so instructed the tax receivers. He 
has had no protest against this direction 
from any farmer in the State, and says 
had he received such-a-protest he would 
at~have asked the attorney general 
for an opinion. He telegraphed Repre- 
sentative Stubbs, of Laurens county, yes- 
terday calling his attention to the law 
‘passed by the last genéfal assembly, and 
stating that he had no disposition to add 


one dollar to the taxes of the farmers, . 


except such as the -law required. He 
stated that in all cases where his inter- 
pretation is called into question he con- 
sults the attorney general and follows his 
opinion, 

He has already asked the attorney gen- 
eral for an opinion in this case and will 
act upon it as soon as he receives it. 
If the attorney general construes the 
law as he did, his instructions will have 
to stand; if not, he will at once notify 
the tax receivers not to require returns 
of fertilizers ers from farmers.

THE SUPREME COURT. 


Interesting Decisions Handed Down 
in the High Court Yesterday. 


HEAD NOTES GIVEN IN FULL 


| Reported by Stevens & Graham, Re- 
porters cf Supreme Court of the 
State of Georgia. 


Decisions rendered Monday, May 20, I90I. 


Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company. Refusal. of injunction. Before 
Judge Lumpkin. Fulton superior court. 

Cobb, J.—|. The act of August 31, 189! (Acts 
1891, vol. t, p, 169), providing that ‘‘all 
charters heretofore granted vy the sccretary of 
state to street and suburban railroad companies 
are hereby confirmed and declared to have had 
full effect from their cates,’’ was in effect a 
general law giving the consent of the general 
assembly that street and suburban railroad 
companies heretotore organized unaer the char- 
ters referred to might, in the future, exercise 
the corporate powers mentioned in such char- 
ters: and with this legislative consent such 
companies became, after either an express or 
an implied acceptance of the provisions of the 
act, de jure corporations, with all the powers 
in the charters: and this is true 
whether the charter in a given case was orig- 
inally granted without authority of law or in 
violation of law. 

2. The general assembly had in (891 author- 
ity to grant corporate powers to a street car 
company, though the consent of the corporate 
authorities of the towr or city in which the 
lines of street railway were to be located had 


power did not authorize the construction of a 
line of street railway upon the streets of any 
town or city until the consent of the corporate 
authorities had been obtained. 

3. That a corporation may have acquired a 
portion of its property tn violation of law is 
not a sufficient reason for enjoining it from 
exercising its legitimate corporate powers, at 
the instafice of a private citizen whose property 
will be damaged by the exercise of such 
powers. 

4. Following the decision of this court in 
Moore vy. Atlanta, 70 Ga. 611, this court. will 
not contro] the discretion of the trial judge in 
interlocutory injunction 
which would interfere with a public improve- 
ment in which no part of the preperty of the 
applicant is actually taken, although there was 
evidence before the judge authorizing a find- 
ing that the property of the applicant would be 
damaged by the improvement. 

5. Even if in 189] the general aksembly had 
no power to confer upon street car companies 
the authority to become common carriers of 


j freight, the grant of such authority would not 


in any way affect other powers which had 
been lawfully granted to such companies. 

6. A street car company which has acquired 
the lines of street railway of two other com- 
panies may, when authorized by its charter, 
and with the consent of the authorities of the 
city in which its lines of railway are situated.

WERE GIVEN LIFE SENTENCES 


They Were Convicted of Killing In- 
nocent Negro in Camp- 
bell County. 


The supreme court yesterday heerd ar- 
guments in a number of criminal cases, 
the most important of which were those of 
Shell and J. A. or “Pegram’’ Cochran, 
two of the Campbell] county men who 
were convicted of the murder of Sterling 
Thompson, a riegro, and given life sen- 
tences in the penitentiary.

The ‘negro was inno- 
cent of anv wrong dding#, and the crime 
appears to have been :the result of some 
spite or i'l feeling on.the part of the 
white men. Five of them were tried and 
convicted in the superior court of Camp- 
bell county of murder and sentenced to 
serve life terms in the penitentiary.
